TERMS OF CONTRACT. 


Briefly s‘ated, the terms of the 
contract are as follows: 
The I. & G. N. railroad is to fur­ 
nish the people of Madison count) 
with an alignment map, showing 
the route selected by the road’s 
engineers from the south boundary 
line of the county to Madisonville, 
and the amount of land required 
for right-of-way, depot and section 
house grounds, stock pens, switches, 
terminals, etc.

In the event Madison county 
fails to comply with any part of 
her contract within the time speci­ 
fied, she is to forfeit to the I. & G. 
N. Railroad company the sum of 
$7500 ae liquidated damages. 
In the event the I. & G. N. Rail­ 
road company fails to comply with 
any part of the contract within the 
time specified, she is to forfeit 
$100,000 as liquidated damages —
